Middletown, Conn., Jan. 22.—[Spe 
cial.jJ—A new policy was adopted at 
Wesleyan college just before the 
Christmas recess whereby the control 
of drinking among the students was 
placed with the undergraduates. An 
undergraduate committee of seven 
was approved by President A. E. Robi- 
son to carry out this policy. 

It is now announced that William 
HL Anderson, superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon league in the state of New 
York, came to the college recently and 
withdrew his son, Frederick Otwell An- 
derson, of the class of ‘24. It is said 
that young Anderson will not return 
to the college. 

Admits Boy Left College. 

Prof. Charles R. Hoovéf of the Wes 
leyan faculty admitted today that 
young Anderson had left the college, 
but could not say what day he left. 

When asked why young Anderson 
had left wjthout appearing before the 
faculty or undergraduate committee, 
Prof. Hoover said: 

“TI guess he read the handwriting on 
the wall.” 

The young man was a member of 
the Delta Tau Delta fraternity. 

The new policy regarding drinking 
here was largely the result of work by 
Prof. Howland, vice president of the 
college, after a number of students had 
been severely disciplined by the facul- 
ty, and it was thought wise to attempt 
an experiment in the hope that a 
sounder tradition might be established 
by putting the students in charge of 
their own discipline. The scheme, 
adopted by more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority of the college body, provides 
that every student shall abstain from 
drinking during the college year, not 
only in Middletown, but also when rep- 
resenting the university in any capac- 
ity away from Middletown. Violations 
are reported by any member of the 
college community to a commfttee of 
seven upper class men, and appropri- 
ate penalties are provided.

New York, Jan. 22.—William H. An- 
derson, interviewed at his home in 
Yonkers, dictated the following state.

strike rapidly abated. It is feared 
that a strike would cause clashes with 
the French troops, resulting in cutting 
off the Ruhr and preventing the ship- 
ment of paper marks from Berlin for 
wages.

Mussolini Wants Yanks 
to Call Parley. 


ROMB, Jan. 22.—[(United News.}— 
Premier Benito Mussolini, thwarted in 
his effort to inauce European nations 
to take part in the mediation of the 
Franco-German embrogtio. now plans 
to appeal to Anmierica, according to 
reliable reports here, 

Newspapers are carrying stories 
which hint Sig. Mussolini has instruct- 
ed the Italian ambassador to Wash- 
ington to use his influence to induce 
the United States to issue a call for 
a world conference. 

Sig. Mussolini, who has been trying 
to iron out the differences betwen 
France and Germany and at the same 
time has been supporting the French 
Rubr policy, made his first appeal to 
Great Britain but the government of 
Premir Bonar Law frowned on his 
proposition on the ground that neither 
France nor Germany was ready for 
mediation. 

Germany Refuses Mdiation. 

Germany acted today exactly the 
way British officials predicted she 
would—she refused to take part in any 
mediation parley until French troops 
have been evacuated from the Ruhr. 

France, it is understood, igs willing 
to talk new reparations proposals with 
Germany and has lent support to the 
Italian mediation program. 

It is now expected here that the 
Washington government will heed the 
request of Sig. Mussolini in view of the 
fact that France, before she invaded

A drug may have been administered. 
Fritzi may have become unconscious. 
Perhaps she had a weak heart, as her 
sister has. Her companion, possibly 
believing her dead and seeing himself 
in a most embarrassing position, may 
have wrapped her in a blanket, put her 
in his automobile, and sped to the point 
on the beach, eleven miles away, where 
he could dispose of the body without 
being observd.

BUDGET DEFICIT 
WILL REMAIN AT 
LEAST FOR YEAR 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—[Spe-| 


cial.]}—The budget deficit will not be 


wiped out during the present fiscal | 
year. A statement to this effect was. 
made today by Gen. H. M. Lord, di- 
rector of the bureau of the.budget. It 
followed reports that the deficit might 
be entirely overcome in the c¥rrent fis- 
cal year, provided congress did not 
make further deficiency appropria- 
tions. The deficit is expected to be in 
the neighborhood of $270,000,000. 

Hope that the deficit might disap- 
pear was based on the fact that expen- 
ditures not only have been pared down 
greatly but revenues have increased 
considerably in excess of estimates. 
This has been especially true as to the 
collection of back taxes, while revenue 
from the Fordney-McCumber tariff act 
has also been somewhat greater than 
had been estimated. 

The hope that the deficit would be 
wiped out found its basis on the fact 
that while at one time it was as great 
as $698,000,000 President Harding, 


congress on Dec. 5, pointed out that 
the deficit had been reduced to $273,- 
000,000. 


While it had been estimated that

All in all, whooping cough is an im- 
portant disease. Nor is it an early diag- 
nosed disease in all cases, especially in 
those earlier stages when it is most con- 
tagious. The whoop is characteristic, but 
then there are cases of whooping cough 
that never whoop, and whooping is never 
an early symptom. When it comes to 
diagnosis at a time when the safety of 
the public demands diagnosis, the whoop 
is of no value. A convulsive cough, ac- 
companied by vomiting, and ‘occurring 
especially at night, is worth ten of the 
whoop as an early diagnostic sign of 
whooping cough. 

Dr. 8S. T. Orgel comes forward with 
a diagnostic proposal that seems to me 
to be worth while. He iniects dead 
whooping cough bacilli into the skin of 
the arm, not under it, just as is done in 
making the Schick test for diphtheria. 
This injection is given to children who 
have been exposed to whooping cough 
and are in the latter part of the incu- 
bation stage, and also to children who 
are just begining to cough and whose 
coughs are not distinctive nor even sus- 
picious. It may also be used at other 
stages of whooping cough, but there is 
séldom need of such a diagnosis pro- 
cedureyin these later stages. If the cage 
is one of whooping cough, a red, coppery 
area develops around the point of in- 
jection within three hours; it gradually 
enlarges for three hours and then grad- 
ually recedes, to disappear at the end of 
a week. 

= 

So far as the evidence goes, here is a 
sign of whooping ‘cough which makes 
diagnosis. possible in about three hours 
after the test applies. Furthermore, it 
is not difficult to apply and it causes 
no bad effects. As a sign of whooping 
cough it is valuable when the cough 


first starts, and that me&ns a few days 


before there ig any vomiting, and may 
be a. week or two before there is any 
whooping. 

If diagnosis could be made in this early 
stage it should not be a difficult matter 
to prevent other children from contract- 
ing the disease.

Little Rock, Ark.. Jan. 22.—Declara- 
tions of two witnesses-——“ Red” Orr 
and Lather, Wise—that they pleaded 


they were innocent, because of fear 
that they would be lynched if they 
| went to trial, today featured the legis- 


cent disorders incident to the strike of 
railroad workers along the line-of the 
Missouri and North Arkansas raniway. 

Orr and Wise, strikers, who declared 
they accepted penitentiary sentences 
of from seven to ten years each, as- 
serted that when they demanded a trial 
they were told by Circuit Judge Shinn 
that their ifves were in danger. 

“ Wise and I were brought to court 
last Wednesday, and Judge Shinn 
asked us if we did not want to change 
our stories,” Orr testified. “I told the 
court I wanted a trial, and the judge 
said, ‘All right, you will be tried to- 
morrow, but I warn you that your lives 
are in danger.’” 

Orr said that after a conference with 
their attorneys he and Wise decided 
to plead guilty. 

“T had seen a crowd of armed men 
on the court square,” Orr said, “so I 
decided I would plead gullty to any- 
thing to get out of Harrison.” 

Both Orr and Wise denied any con- 
nection with the burning of the bridge, 
with which they were charged. 

Orr asserted that when visiting 
grand lodge members of the Brother. 
hood of Rallroad Trainmen came to 
Harrison last April they were waited 
upon by a mob and served with notice 
to “get out.” Orr gaid the crowd 
cheered and some one shouted: “ Bring 
them out; we've got a rope that will 
fit their necks.”

STAND IS RESULT. 

N buying garden seed, watch for 

adulteration, especially where the 

seed comes from houses that are 

unreliable. There are many good 
firms that have built up a reputation 
of selling pure seed with a high ger- 
mination test. They buy the seed from 
the growers and take’ them to labora- 
tories where both germination and 
purity tests are run, to make sure of 
unadulterated, high grade seed. 

But there also are unscrupulous deal- 
ers who sell “just seed,” and it often 
contains weed seed, dirt and other im- 
purities, besides having a low germin- 
nation test. 

Attempts have been made to frame 
state laws that would protect the 
buyer, but just how practical they are 
remains to be seen. Germination stand- 
ards are set up as guides. Illinois has 
no such protection for gardeners. 

Wisconsin’s state department of ag- 
griculture recently established a stand- 
ard of germination for this year. The 
seedsman who does not come up to 
its standards is violating the law. 

if the germination test falls more 
than 5 per cent below these standards, 
each packet must be labeled with the 
actual germination test of the seed.

Max Nordau, Noted

'man author and philosopher, died at 
: | his home here today. He had been ill 
official, diplomatic, and resident society | for a long time. At his bedside when 


death came were his wife and his 
daughter Maxa. 


Max Simon Nordau was born at 
Budapest July 29, 1849. His parents 
were Jews. He practiced medicine in 
Budapest until 1880, when he took up 
his residence in Paris. There, in addi 
tion to his medica] work he studied art, 
literature, and social questions. 

His notable works include, “ Degen- 
eration,” “ Conventional Lies of Man- 
kind,” “ Paradoxes,” “‘ Paris Under the 
Third Republic,” and a Jewish play,
